Extract from DanieL SuErrzy’s address 


to the inhabitants of the congressional dis- 

trict, composed of the counties of Wythe, 

Montzomery, Washington, Russel, Lee, 

Grayson ard Tazewell, 

The period is fast approaching when it 
will be necessary that you should bestow 
your suffrages on some person to repre- 
sent you in thé next Congress of the U- 
nited States. Unqualified and unworthy as 
I may be, I have presumed to offer my- 
seli to your considcration as a candidate 
for the dignified and important situation. 
In doing so Iam not stimulated by any 
fancied “* wishes of the district,” nor has 
the desire of opposing any individual any 
share in my deterguination. Under the 
impulse of motives common to ali men, 
combined with a desire to afford my fec- 
ble aid, to preserve the Union, and the 
rights of my country in the present alarm- 
ing crisis: 1 have stept forward, and my 
fellow citizens will decide whether I am 
the proper person to represent their wish- 
es and their interests. 

I should on this,as I have done on eve- 
tr.other occasion when I was a candidate 
for public favor, remained entirely silent ; 
I should have permitted the people to judge 
from the knowledge they have of me, and 
from my past public conduct ; but the un- 
ceasing efforts that have long been made 
by malice and envy (and cherished by 
those who cenceive themselves entitled to 


' a monopoly of the people’s confidence) 


to misrepresent my opipions, and my prin- 
ciples, has made it necessary that I should 
meet the imputations publicly and candid- 
ly, lest longer silence should be construed 
into an admission of their truth; this 
course has therefore been deemed as a du- 
ty which L owe to myself and to the peo- 
ple, whose suffrages I solicit. 

The general charge which has been 
made against me is, that lam “ verging 
towards federalism,” or in other words, 
that I have abandoned the principles wii! 
which I commenced my political career, 
and identified myself with the federal par- 
ty ; to this very indefinite imputation I 
can only answer, that if an unconquerable 
attachment to the union, and to the consti- 
tution of the United States, and a determi- 
nation to defend them at every hazard, is 
evidence against me, I am certainly guil- 
ty; U candidly confess that if they are to 
fall | wish to be buried under their ruins ; 
if however, it is meant what is generally 
understood, that I am an advocate for 
taxes, for standing armies, for public debt, 
for restrictians on the liberty of the people, 
and for gradual changes so as to subvert 
this free and happy government; and to 
erect an aristocracy or a monarchy in its 
stead, then I say the eharge is groundless 
and unsupported by a single action of my 
life. How extremely unnatural! is an im- 
putation of this character? From whom 
de I derive the’ very little consequence I 
have in the world? From the cenfidence of 
the people, and from my own exertions. 
Is it probable that I should be the advocate 
of institutions where the voice of the peo- 
ple is unknown, and unheard, and where 
merit unsupported by rank must Janguish 
in obscurity ? Is it possible that L should 
be the friend of a government where illus- 
trious ancestors and influential connections 
constitute the greatest claim to prefer- 
ment? I might by such conduct lay pros- 
trate the public liberty, but I should sink 
with it into the same grave. 

In governments constituted like ours, 
the people are too often led astray by emp- 
ty and uncandid professions. The histo- 
ry of our country furnishes numerous in- 
stances of the correctness of this assertion. 
The very limited experience which I 
have had in public life, has convinced me, 
that there cre hypocrits in politics as weil 
as in religion.---I have seen men who, to 
secure the public confidence are continu- 
ally declaiming on liberty, republicanism, 
and the rights of the people, but who in 
their intercourse with their fellow-citizens 
manifest a total contempt of them all. I 
have seen those men in public life, the ad- 
vocates and supporters of fraud, injustice, 
intolerance and the most arbitrary meas- 
ures. Every action of their lives has a 
tendency to convince an accurate observer, 
that they hold the people and their rights 
in utter contempt, and that their only ob- 
ject is to preserve themselves in power. 
These observations upon the claracte:s 
and conduct of men, dave long since, con- 
vinced me, that professions are very emp- 
ty things indeed, that they are generally 
loudest where least is done to give them 
effect. I have therefore, declined making 
any myself, or confiding in those made 
by others. I judge men by their conduct 
and their actions. If 1 see a man super- 
citious and haughty m private life, and 


‘the supporter and advocate of the most 
nefarious doctrines and measures in his. 


public capacity, I determine that he is an 





—— 








aristocrat, that his object is to destroy 
public liberty, and to keep himself upper- 
most at all hazard, and if he should hap- 
pen to be a person who professed himself 
the fricnd of freedom, I should consider 
him still worse; he is, like the assassin 
who approaches me with a smile, to gain 
my confidence, and plunges a dagger in 
my. bosom. ted &.2 

As I jucge others by their . conduct, so 
iwish to be judyed myself. This is the 
test on which I wish to stand or fall be- 
fore my country—and I am sure, my fel- 
low-citizens are not indisposed to ascer- 
tain my principles by my,actions. I think 
Fhave the same devotion to true genuine 
and rational liberty whseb I ever had ;- in 
my public conduct I cannot discover any 
thing in hostility to those opinions, or a 
departure from a.sincere attachment to ° 
my country’s interest—of this. however, I 
am not the proper judge ; I will therefore 
refer to such acts as have been stated as 
evidence of my dereliction, and let others 
decide. 

In the session of 1803, I. was a member 
of the House of Delegates, and placed at 
the head of the committee of Finance. In 
the course of the investigation of the vari- 
ous subjects confided to that committee, I _ 
discovered (or thought I discovered) vari-. 
ous misapplications of public money by . 
the executive department, in violation ef 
the law, amounting to considerable sums. 
I deemed it my duty to notice it, and with 
the concurrence of a majority of the com- . 
mittee stated it in the report made on the 
subject. It excited great sensibility on the 
part of the executive council, and a small . 
majority was procured in the house to dis- 
agree tothe report. I was stigmatized as 
a federalist, because I would not sanction 
the impropriety, (as 1 deemed it) of the ~ 
executive, and the alarming doctrine was . 
held out, that every iniquity must be sanc- 
tioned in men merely because they stile , 
themselves republicans, on pain of being 
considered a deserter from: the party. 
The result of the various inquiries institu- 
ted in the house of Delegates during the 
lof session. ole puljectsaupvehuch the con- 
dusi.of de seecytimage pantageut Yas Cone 
Cents pV 3.456 gc upecly atthe pringie 
pies then contended for by me, anc chat 
many thousands of the public money 
would have been saved, had a dite ron! dee 
cision taken place in i803. And it iur- 
ther proves that men who pretend to be 
republicans, may be the patrons of fraud, 
injustice, and profession, io short thatthey 
may be any thing except the friends of the 
people - 

About the same time another part of 
my conduct was considered as evidence 
of federalism. 1 had been impressed un- 
der the- administration of Mr. Adams, 
that his conduct in exciuding from office, 
persons admitted to be capable and honest, 
where the duty required to be performed 
was merely ministerial, and where there 
was no political iofluence attached thereto, 
because they differed with him in opizion, 
as highly tyrannical and intolerant; my 
own impressions were the impressions of 
all the Republicans of that day. When 
they afterwards came into power, a dis- 
position was manifested to purse the 
same course Which they had se much de- 
precated in the federalists. 1 on several 
occasions opposed this palpable dereliction 
of principle, and hence, 1 became the ob- 
ject of suspicion. I have hitherto had no , 
reason ta change the opinion witch I 
then gave and which L had long enter-, 
tained. I still mainwin that, that which is_ 
improper in federabsts, is so when done , 
by republicans, that no mau ought to be 
excluded from a ministerivl office on ae- 
coant of his political opinions, and that a 
spirit of hberality ought to be substituted 
for that spirit of intolerance, vancour end 
persecution, which has. too much disyra- 
ced our country ;' for indeed what have we 
gained by the destruction of riigious in- 
tolerance, if we erect the standard of po- 
litical persecution in its stead. 

I have understood that some have sup» 
posed that I was attached to federal poli- 
tics, because, among my friends aad asso- 
ciates there are some feccraimen; the 
fact is, that among the men whom I high- 
ly value, there are some of that deserip- 
tion, but my own opinion has always been 
that there are among the federalists, men | 
who are as sincerely attached to Ureig tp 
country as any cther person can be, thal) a” 
virtue, talents, and integrity are rot con-" 
fined to any religious or political sect, and 
that a man may think erroneously and yet 
be honest. Did I not entertain tits opir- 
ion, I should be crucl. To de consistent 
1 should be compelicd io eredicate from 
my memory, the virtuous aud great ac- 
tions ef that man who has been eimphati- 
cally stiled the father of his country; the 
name of the iljustvious Washington, | 
should have to consijra to oblivion, for it 
is well known he professed those pol tics, 
stiled federal, 

There is ene reason, though it has nev. 
er been. avowed, which is perhaps the 
great catse why my op niens and pinel- 
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Pies have been t 
gepresented. In my public conduct I 

deem it my duty to collect my own facts, 

and make up my oWn opinions, and act 

accordingly. In every country, and par- 
ticularly in the public bodies, there is al- 
waysa setof men who consider them- 
selves entitled to manufacture opinions for 
the public, and for the body of which they 
are members; they convert many ques- 
tions totally unconnected with politics, in- 
to political questions, by which means 
they muster .their party, and often carry 
the most iniquitous measures, and whoev- 
er will not follow, is proscribed as an a- 
postate. To these trammels and leading 
atrings, I never did nor I never will sub- 
mit. I jave always thought and still 
think, that if mature has not gifted me 
with a sufficiert portion of understanding, 
or if { am not disposed to employ that in- 
dustry which is necessary to enable me 
to form my own opinions, I ought to retire 
from the public service. 

I have understood that much has been 
said on account of my being placed as an 
elector on what was generally termed the 
* Monroe Ticket.” If any apology could 
be deemed necessary (which I do not pre- 
tend to think) I could with truth say that 
my name was employed without my wish 
or consent.. At the time the electoral 


tickets were agreed on, I attended neither 1 


the Madison or Monroe meeting. I nev- 
er will attend any such meetings. Had I, 
however, been otherwise Ccisposed, to es- 
pouse the cause of either candidate, I 
should at that time (if I acted in unison 
with what I deemed my duty) not have 
pledged myself to support him. It was 
alledged, and from respectable authority, 
that Mr. Madison had in view (in compli- 
ance with the wishes of BONAPARTE) 
to plunge this country into an unnecessary 
wer with England. Ifthat had been true,he 


should never have had my suffrage or con- | 


fidence. On the other hand it was asserted 
that Mr. Monroe had made a disgraceful 
and unauthorised treaty with England, and 
consequently he did not, in my opinion, 
merit the public favor if the fact was as 
stated. I therefore determined to suspend 
my opinion until better information should 
znable me to ascertain what course my 
duty lay. The publication of the treaty, 
atid the correspondence between our min- 
ister and the British cabinet, and that be- 
tween Mr. Madison and the British Min- 
isters, afforded that information, I discov- 
ered that the imputations on both sides 
were either unfounded or too highly co- 
lored. 

‘But whois Mr. Monroe? He has al- 
ways been considered as strongly attach- 
ed to the institutions of this country, and 
ta republican government, and his public 
acts have. been highly applauded by the 
very men who recently have attempted to 
brand his name with the most odious epi- 
thets. Is it really come to this, that men 
are to be proscribed without any differ- 
€rice as to principle, merely because. they 
mike a different selection of men, from 
that made by the majority ? This course 
may answer the purpose of some, but it 
must end in the ruin of the country. 

I have thus (perhaps at too great length) 
noticed the objections aguinst me so far 


as T have understood them; my object | 


was not to be personal towards ary person, 
but to discharge a duty which [ owed to 
myself, and to place in atrue point of 
view. subjects which had been much: mis- 
represented and misconccived. I have a- 
voided the course which | shall always 
consider improper, that of saying any 
thing to the prejudice of my competitor.— 
I shall never attempt to elevate myself by 
humbling others. 

I cannot promise much should I meet 
with the support of the people. I have 
not talents which would authorise any such 
promise ; andif I even had, it perhaps 
would be improper. 1 will only observe, 
that to preserve peace with all the world 
and the honor and interest of the nation, 
sgems to require at this time the first ef-

Governor Wright. 


Our paper contains a proclamation, 
whereby it appears that Gov. Wright has 
resigned his office, and that Mr. Butcher, 
as first member of the council, who con- 
stitutionally succeeds him in the executive 
chair, has Called the legislature to convene 
on the 5th of June next. 
abdication proceeds, as some have intima- 
ted, from disgust contracted by the’ late 
governor against his party, or with a view 
to filia judicial vacancy on the eastern 
shore, a little time Will evince. As no 
reason has been openly assigned, the pub- 
lic are yet at liberty to indulge their con- 
jectures, which have most generally set- 
tled-upon the Jatter solution. In this state 
of uncertaintywe shall not at present dwell 
upon the reprehensible combination for 
private igterest, which such a supposition 
implies ‘hetween the late Governor and 
the council. 

The iticonvenience, however, produced 
by this sudden abandonment of the gov- 
ernment, requiring the members of the 
legislature to leave their homes at a sea- 
son of the yearso interesting to their pri- 
vate pursuits, is greatand palpable. The 
expense also, which will be occasioned tu 
the public treasury, is a consideration 
Which the citizens will duly estimate, when

One remarkable and tmportant conse- 
quence follows from the step of Mr. 
Wright. The senatorial term of gen. 
Smith having expired with the last session 
of congress, viz. on the 4th of March, he 
was commissioned by the executive of 
Maryland to serve until the next mecting 
of the state legislature. After the Sth of 
June next, the day fixed for the meeting, 
+ edn ‘Smith will cease to be senator, and 
the executive will be deprived, according 
to the provisions of the constitution, of 
the power any longer to fill the vacancy. 
Thus the resignation of Mr. Wright has 
rendered it necessary that the two bran- 
ches of our legislature should concur in 
making choice of a senator; for the con- 
will be in session, in all probability, 
after the vacation of gen. Smith’s present 
appointment. There is not the Teast 
chance of the house of delegates consent- 
ing to choose this individual, who hasren- 
dered himself so conspicuous and obnox- 
ious on all occasions by planning and up- 
holding embargoes, voting for the issuing 
of letters of marque, and other outrageous 
acts of Jeffersonism. 
That the state may not remain without 
one of its representatives in the senate, it 
will be necessary that the two branches of 
the legislature should meet upon middle 
ground; though the house of delegates, 
haying recently sprung from the will of the 
people, might well claim to have its choice 
realized, in preference to that of a body, 
than which, we are bold to say, no Turkish 
or Asiatic despotism exercises its power 
more above the contro:, of those whom it 
‘affects. Let the preseut senator there- 
fore be discarded—and let each house hon- 
estly and. candidly fix their regards upon 
a patriot, who has not committed himself 
to either party, and whose integrity, up- 
rightness and intelligence may alone form 
the basis of the choice. :

The mystery, in whic!.the late move- 
ments at Annapolis are involved, ought 
to prompt the friends to true American 
policy, to vigilance and concert.

That there has existed for some time 
past a settled plan among those who have 
enjoyed the people’s favor, to annihilate 
commerce, there is now no doubt. Mr. 
Jefferson the idol of democracy, at an 
early period, published his sentiments up- 
o* this subject. In his notes on Virgin- 
ia, he says, “ that the proportion which 
the other classes of citizens bear in any 
state to that of the husbandman, is the 
proportion of its unsound, to its Aealthy 
parts, and is a good enough baromter, 
whereby to measure its degree of corrufie 
tion.” And lest his meaning should not 
be explicitly understood, in another part 
of the same work he says, ‘* lo remove 
the occasion of making wars, it might 
perhaps be better to abandon the ocean al- 
together, and to leaye to others, to bring 
what we want, and to carry what we can 
spare.” With sentiments like these, the 
philosopher of Monticello mounted the 
chair of state, eagcr to try,the experiment, 
which would removethe occasion of ma- 
king war. But.as we were a commercial 
people, it would not-do to destroy our 
commerce at once. The first step there- 
fore to be taken was to render the busi- 
ness of the merchant insecure, and en- 
cumber it with additional duties. Accor- 
dingly it become the policy of our Gov- 
ernment to cry down a Navy as expensive 
and useless—and to suffer the ships al- 
ready buiit, to rot at Washington. While 
ho\vever our country enjoyed the benefit 
of treaties made by former administrations 
with the commercial powers—our mer- 
chantmen were. sale without the protec- 
tion of a naval force. To cramp their 
exertions, an additional duty of two and a 
half per cent. upon imports was laid, al- 
though the revenue had been before pro- 
nounced so abundant as to justify a repeal 
of the internal taxes, which had been laid 
upon luxuries. Still however, those 
‘whose farms were upon the ocean,” 
would not abandon them. Though an 
additional duty might detract from the 
profit of the merchant, it only added to 
his industry. Our ships were still seen 
in every sea, and our flag waved in every 
port.—As yet Mr. Jefferson dared not 
risk his popularity, by trying the effect of 
his Chinese policy. 

Something must however be done to 
discourage those who were engaged in 
mercantile pursuits, or they would never 
acquiesce, in this new found preventative 
against war. It therefore became a favor- 
ite doctrine at court, to enter into no com- 
mercial treaties. Accordingly, when our 
commercial treaty with Great-Britain had 
expired, our government refused to re- 
new it, although the proposal was made 
by Great -Britain. 

When such an offer was made by that 
goverrment, and rudely rejected by our 
own—it was to be expected that a cold- 
ness would exist—that animosities would 
be excited—that individuals would end ea- 
vor to profit by the misunderstandings of 
the two governments—and that the irrita- 
tions thus excited would end, not in war, 
but in the capture of our unprotected mer- 
chantmen, and that our merchants would 
at last be cempelled to relinquish a com- 
merce, which our government would not 
protect by fleets, nor even by treaties. As 
was expected, in consequence of this state 
of things —some captures were made, and 
some seamen impressed—our merchants 
complained—Our administration pretended 
to treat with the English government—and 
when atreaty was concluded by the friend 
of Mr. Jefferson—that treaty was sent 
back by the president without his deign- 
ing to ask the advice of the Senate. 

This step wassuch as gave every rea- 
son to suppose that our administration 
had determined to make no terms with 
Great-Britain. Many considered the 
countries as already at war; and unavu- 
thorised individuals committed acts of 
hostility, which would not be justified 
even by the conduct of our administration. 





The country was alarmed and incensed— 





apd great pains Was takep by the friends 
of the administration, to aggravate the 
alarm, and increase the passion which was 
excited. At the samme time we were suf- 
fering with great composure, in conse- 
quence of the decree of our great and 
good ally, the emperor—by which he hac 
declared the British ports in both conti- 
nents blockaded—-and while our good 
friends were kindly plundering and burn- 
ing our vessels, and confiscating our pro- 
perty, the administration endeavored to 
make the merchants believe that what the 
French spared would fall a prey to the 
British. And the friends of the adminis- 
tration, were advising the merchants, in 
Newspapers anc in conversations, not to 
send to sea; and Mr. J. and his friends 
hoped that owr merchants would have 
been induced voluntarily to adopt a system 
which some twenty years ago he had 
dreamed was a wise one. 

But they knew the impotence of.the 
French, and did not relinquish the hope 
of justice from the British. Mr. Jeffer- 
son knowing that this was the most fa- 
vorable time to carry into operation his 
favorite measure; and finding that the 
advice of his friends was not followed, 
procured the authority of law, to enforce 
his recommend .tion—and the famous em- 
bargo act was passed. 

That the embargo was originally in- 
tended as a permanent measure, by the 
knowing once, there can be no doubt HBe- 
cause Mr. Jefferson had long ago given 
his opinion in favor ef abandonifig’ the 
ocean altogether. Because Duane and 
the lesser democrats even in this State, 
have endeavored to circulate that opinion ; 
and to convince the people of the propri- 
etv of it. Because there were no words 
of limitation in the original act, and be- 
cause manufactures have been recom- 
mended and actually established by the 
friends of the administration. The suc- 
cess, and even the existence of which, 
depended upon the continuance of those 
restrictions which had been laid upon our 
commerce. What has been the result of 
this attempt to incarcerate a nation— 
the sighs, and groans, and murmurs of 
our country witness 

Whether the experim:nt was relinquish- 
ed on account of the firm and dignified 
resistance made to it, by the New-Eng- 
land states—-or whether Mr. Madison 
never adopted this mad project of his pre- 
decessor—or wihicther he himself has secn 
the folly of it is not now the enquiry 
We conyratulate our commercial friends 
and our country on the prospect that a 
system big with ruin to the New-England 
states, is about to he relinquished—and 
we welcome the return of our commer- 
cial intercourse, as an event second only 
to that of our national independence. The 
men who have endeavoured to convince 
our people, that they had better withdraw 
from the ocean, and who wished fora 
permanent embargo—-Those who have 
endeavoured to plunge us into a war with 
England to gratify past animosities, or to 
subserve the interests of Napoleon, will 
reprehend the policy which has destroyed 
this system. The editors of the Atrora 
and Whig have accordingly come boldly 
to the charge. The minor democrats act 
more covertly. Their murmurs are not 
loud, but they are deep.—They feel the 
stroke, but are not willing to be seen to 
wince. Accerdingly upon receiving the 
President’s proclamation, they rang bells 
and fired guns for the same reason that 
the robber cadlls “ thief,” or the incendiary 
bawle out ‘* fire,” they would also attempt 
to make the people believe that the Ped- 
eralists are opposed to the measure, and 
yet these same consistent democrats, have 
formerly affected to think the Federalists 
were too desirous of a peace with Great- 
Britain, and have not been ashamed to call 
such a man as Mr. Pickering a British 
hireling. The democrats seem also to 
suppose that the Federalists cannot ap- 
prove a measure which Mr. Madison a- 
dopts. Butif Mr. Madison has followed 
the advice of the Federalists in congress 
(and done what Mr. Gardenier said might 
be done in two hours by two honest men) 
viz. made asettlement with Great-Britain. 
The Federalists will not be the first to 
complain.—They will give credit where 
credit is due.—And “although one swal- 
low decs not make a summer”—nor one 
act give a character to man or an admin- 
istration, yet if the first act be yood, it 
will afford ground to hope as to the re- 
mainder; and if that act happens to be in 
direct opposition to the wishes of the Em- 
peror; and to the whole system of mea- 
sures pursued by Mr. Jefferson, it will not 
in the view of the Federalists detract at all 
from its value.

AT our special session in Febra; 

. Vebruary last, 
sundry matters of public business were in 
‘ontemplation, which we had not time 
then to mature and complete, and which 
of course lay over to another session.—< 
Since that, and within a siort time, you 
will have seen a proclamatiun from the 
President of the United States, announ- 
cing, that the British orders in Council of 
January and November, 1807, will have 
been withdrawn, as respects the United 
States, on the 10th day of June next—and 
declaring, that after the suid 10th day of 
June next, the trade of the United States 
with Grest Britain, which has been sus- 
pended by an act of Congress, interdicti 
all commercial intercourse between the 
United States, and Great Britain ant 
France, and an act laying an Embargo on 
al] ships and veSsels in the ports and har- 
bors of the United States, and the acte 
supplementary thereto, may be renewed. 
While we rejoice in this change of cir- 
cumstances in our exterior relations,it will 
rest, Gentlemen, with your prudence add 
discretion to determine what further mea- 
sures, if any, will be expedient for us 
to adopt, at this time, for asserting the 
claim, and securing the exercise of our 
future commercial riyhts, without such 
durable embarrassments and interdict ons, 
as have been lately experienced hy the 
several acts of Congress, laying an em- 
bargo, and suspending our intercoufse 
with foreign nations. 

The recent events which have occurred 
on the Eastern Continent,whereby it woyld 
scem that Providence is still proceeding in 
its course, of overturning and punishing 
for their sins, the ancient kingdoms of 
western Continental Europe, are calcula- 
ted to read to us, in these ends of the 
earth, important lessons of wisdom and 
caution in our conduct ; and may, event- 
ually, under the direction of a wise ond o- 
verruling influence, be the means of prfo- 
ducing much political good to this new and 
extensive continent; and under the guir 
dance of a liberal magnanimity and sound 
policy, may serve’to procure to these U- 
nited States many beneficial and estimar 
ble effects —But the particular circum 
stances whick may arise from these events, 
are beyond our foresight, ond must be left 
to the fature disclosures of a wise and 0 
verruling providence. 

This State, although furnished withs 
fine body of able and effective militia, is 
still without magazines of efficicrit Small 
arms, with which any portion of these 
men may be supplied for public service 09 
any emergency. Atatime when the worl 
almost is in a state of wariike agitation, § 
it wise, is it prudent, for us to remain if 
this unprepared situation for self-defence?

Suftireme Court, May Term, 1809. 


Mr. George Howell was brought ap by 
Habeas Corjius, with the record of his in- 
dictment and conviction on return to a 
writ of Certiorarie The objections taken 
on his trial by Messrs. Griffin and Fay 
were argued on his behalf by Emmet and 
Griffin, and opposed by Riker (District 
Attorney Genera!) and Sampson. 

They were overruled by the Court, and 
the prisoner was sentenced to fourteen 
years imprisonment in the State Prisonat 
hard labor. 

The punishment by statute for forging 
Bills of xchange, Bank or Promisory 
notes, is imprisonment for life; but as a 
Check is not strictly a Bill of Exchange, 
though usually declared on as such, the 
court in so penal a case adopted the mild- 
cst construction —Mer. Adv.

French Affairs. 


It is asserted in the papers of Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore, that ** Gen. Turresu 
is to return to France. and to be succeeded 
by a new minister, who is to come out to 
this country with full powers, to arrange 
every existing difference between the two 
,overnments?” Our neighbours, the edi 
tors of the Intelligencer and Monitor take 
10 notice of these paragraphs. From this 
silence some suppase the reports unfoun- 
ded: we think otherwise. It is our opin- 
iou that this same silence is a proof that 
there Is some truth in the account. Were 
it false im toto, it would be denied. But 
we have no idea that it is true in its whole 
«xtcnt. Bonaparte will andoubtedly have 
recourse to the old system of intrigue, 
.ow his second attempt to force us into 
a war with England has failed. He will 
probably make treaties and promises, as 
many as ahy reasonable man can re- 
quire; all to be disregarded and bro- 
ken whenever it shall suit his convenience. 
isut this must be done in compliance with 
our humble requests—he will never con- 
descend to ask any thing from us. He 
may find it to be his interest to grant our 
petitions ; but he will meet us on equal 
ground, as an independent nation. We 
are, however, not without hopes that our 
differences with France may be so far 
settled, as that an intercourse with the 
continent may be resumed. It is the in- 
terest of his Imperial Majesty, that such 
intercourse should-take place ; and as our 
government will no longer stand upon 
punctilios, where the honor and prosperi- 
ty of the nation is not at stake, we think an 
accommodation will be affected. For this 
purpose it will be absolutely necessary for 
Mons. Turreau to withdraw, and give 
place to another negoctator :—-With Whis- 
kerando our government cannot, with a- 
ny propriety, treat. When his successor 
arrives we shall hope something may be 
done.— Washington Fed.
